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A Second Look at the Forests - 


YREMIER BENNETT IS TO BE 
commended for. his decision ¢o 


appoint another royal commission on 
the forest’ policies of British Colum- 
bia. Clearly: such an investigation is 
required when the unforeseen prob- 
lems raised by the forest manage- 
ment system are confusing the pub- 
lic mind, the forest industry itself 
and probably the government. 

Moreover, in the report which 
launched the existing forest policy, 
.Chief..Justice--Sloan “proposed” that, 
ten’ years later, British Columbia 
should take another look at the situa- 
tion then existing. The ten years 
have almost elapsed and the Chief 
Justice has been invited by, Mr. Ben- 
nett to undertake a second install!- 
ment of his study. 

There can be no doubt that Mr 
Sloan knows more about the forest 
problems of this province than anv 
other layman, and more than most 
experts. His experience in a matter 
so vast and complex would be inval- 
uable in the proposed inquiry 

But it was Mr. Sloan who pro- 
posed the existing system, now under 
strong attack by some timber in 
terests and by the opposition, politi- 
cal parties. It will be grossly unfair 
to expect him alone to study the re- 
sults of his own policy. In a sense 
hé Would be asked to act’as an-appeat 
court to consider his verdict in a 
lower court

If it must be left to the study of 
a royal commission the public should 

nderstand at the start that the 

policy recommended by the royal 
commission will be almost automat 
cally adopted by the Government 
That is why ‘the new~royat’ commis- 
sion and its personnel are so im- 
pertant. And that is why Mr. Ben- 
nett, having wisely invited Mr. Sloan 
to serve againehould not leave the

R. NORMAN A. MACKENZIE, 

president of the University of 
British Columbia, has. called upon 
Canadians to provide more money 
for the type of educational projects 
financed today by Rockefeller, Car- 
negie and other American founda- 
tions in this country 

He foresees no immediate cut in 
aid now furnished by the. United 
States agencies, but he suggests Can- 
ada is not doing its share 

Dr. MacKenzie’s remarks draw 
attention to the way in which the 
people of this nation have become 
content to accept help from wealthy 
American foundations without mak- 
ing adequate complementary contii- 
butions from their own pockeis 
Here, it appears, is a field overlooked 
by a maturing Canada in the course 
of its growth.

ry E. C. HOPE, ECONOMIST 
for the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, has spoken frankly to 
representatives of Canada’s wool 
cloth industry who seek tariff .n- 
creases to improve their business. 

Any tariff increases in that field 
would be of little, if any, help, he 
says. 

Business decreases are attributed 
largely to the use of synthetic prod- 
ucts instead of wool. If Canadian 
interests succeeded in raising a wall 
against British woollen imports, 1c- 
cording to the federation’s economist, 
it would merely serve to increase 


The UBC president properly 
notes that present income taxes pre- 
vent the creation of huge fortunes 
similar’ to those~of Rockefetler’ and 
Carnegie. For that reason he be- 
lieves some of the funds for work 
comparable to that financed by these 
foundations should come from gov- 
ernment. At the same time, there 
are. substantial fortunes in Canada, 
and there are instances in which they 
have been devoted in part to educa- 
tional work. The Spencer Founda- 
tion is a case in point. 

Dr. MacKenzie appears to be suc- 
gesting,in polite terms that executors 
of a number of other large Canadian 
estates might give more thought to 
allocating some of the nation’s big 
money to the educational betterment 
of the society in which it was made.

The first move the assdcia- 
tion took in this direction was to 
pass a resolution urging an 
amendment to the - libel act 
which would allow news pub 
lications to “defend. themselves 
in libel suits without having to 
reveal their source of informa- 
tion.” 

The resolution follows a judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of 
Canada in the libel suit of Gor- 
don Wismer, former attorney 
general, against Blair Fraser, 
wéll-known Canadian writer for 
McLean's Magazine 

The court ruled that Mr. Fras 
er would have to disclose the 
source of certain statements he 
made in the magazine in regard 
to Mr. Wismer
